In 1872 tlic Drutii Mounlain Mining Disiricl was 
^ formed m ihc mountains straddling the .luab-Millard 

county line, for exploration of gold, silver, copper, lead, 
iron, manganese and bismuth. Harry .hn and C harles 
Howard, mining engineers from Michigan, toured the area 
in 1879 and reorganized it into the Detroit District, after 
their home town, and established mining operations and 
a smeller at the new town of Joy. This was the same Harry 
Joy who later was to found the Packard Motor C ompany 
in Detroit, Michigan. The town was a supply point for 
miners and ranchers in the region. A number of dwellings 
were erected plus a hotel, cafe and store. The cafe cook 
used to have rattlesnakes, which are still plentiful in these 
parts, brought in. He removed the oil sac at the ba.se of the 
tail, melted out the oil. bottled it and sold it for its vast 
curative powers. 

In these earlv days the Howard mine attempted to 
operate a copper smeller in town but the e\cessi\e cost 
of hauling fuel caused an early shut-down, I rom 191?-17 
most of the t>xidi/.ed copper ore with some gold and silver 
was shipped (Vtmi the Ibex mine ncarbv to the Ibex smelter 
northeast ol' Leamington. 

The Ward Leasing Company mine was wanked ('or 
several more years, taking out mainly manganese. In laci. 
this mine was still (^perilling in 1946. long after the other 
mines had closed dowm. the smeller mosed and the town of 
Joy a pile cd' rums. 

At present the Jo> lownsite consists of a lew crumbled 
foundations and other rubble, dozens of jack rabbits and 
one lone grave marker up t>n the hill. Lhc Ward mine is the 
deserted camp a mile and a half southeast from Joy. Lhc 
first two shacks on the left are not verv interesting but 


around the corner arc se\'oral old picitiresquc buildings: an 
engine house, bunk houses and double headed mine frame 
nestled up in a drv box eainon. 

Joy can he reached either b\ tra\eimg the new paved 
hcTyllium mine road, a privately owned highway but with 
limited public access, northwest from Lucerne or a duslv 
dirt road noiihwesl from Topaz. Only the last four or five 
miles down to .hn are had. although passable to auto¬ 
mobiles. See map for distances.
